3. All the other Hungarian £migr«l groups dislike the role played by General Farkas, 
and strongly object to the fact that he placed himself and his Hungarian splinter 
group under an almost purely Slav leadership, which, in addition,' is directed 
by” the Ukrainains, who are almost identical with theKussians. Another 
objection is that the ABN, though professing an anti-Gommani.st attitude, 
ea|iloys ’ terroristic methods and.-seems to favor a dictatorship in the future. . 
This, however, the ABH denies at present and asserts that they are opposed 

pot only to Bolshevism, but to every form of imperialism. 

4. Despite criticisms of the other Hungarian <&rigr£ groups, collaboration between 
General Farkas® Hungarian I, iberty Movement and the Ukrainian-led ABN becomes ever 
closer. ,Xn Great Britain, in the AB8«s youth group, Melchior Kiss, is' the most, 
active from among General Farkas® • adherents in Australia ZolMn D^brentey 

and Zolt&i tlm?!»sy are the leaders. The movement used to have some .British 
support and.. is avowedly anti-American. :
